be .stayed from providing for its dis-

continuance by an incidental Incon-
venience which individuals or cor-

porations may suffer."
The Question of Revenue is not the

Even the
government tax on liquor was a war
measure. Every distillery, browery
and saloon could close business to-

morrow and next year pot one tax-

Any scliomo by which the drawing of
a crowd gets first consideration is
abominable, and ministers Bhould not
indulge in it. In Canton we have
used bill boards to advertise special
services. We have used cards and
have distrbuted tracts and In addi
tion to wo have used the col
umns of tho daily papers.

"This last method 'I think Is the
effective as the papers reach

the most people. The object cf
a minister advertising is to get the
attention of the world the same as is

by politicians at election time,
although I ho said in con-
clusion, "that after employing these
honest means of attracting attention
a minister should exercise great care
and preach nothing but the purest
and most unadultered gospel."
